To Amend and Enlarge the Provisions of' an Act passed in the 
fourth Year of the reign of his late Majesty King George 
the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to divide the County of Cork for 
the Purpose of holding additional General Sessions therein.”

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by an Act passed in the fourth year of the reign 
of his Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled, 
“ An Act to divide the County of Cork, for the Purpose of holding 
additional General Sessions therein,"’ it was enacted, among other 
things, that the said County of Cork should be divided into Two 
Ridings, to be called the East Riding and West Riding of the County 
of Cork, and that such Two Ridings should respectively comprise cer- 
tain Baronies and Liberties therein specified ; and it was thereby further 
enacted, that Five General Sessions should he held in the said Two 
Ridings, at certain places and times therein specified ; and it was 
thereby further enacted, that it should be lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor of Ireland, on the representation 
of the Grand Jury at any Assizes for the said County of Cork, to 
nominate and appoint any other Town or Place in the East or "West 
Riding of the said County respectively for the holding of any General 
Sessions under the said Act, in lieu of or alternately with any Town 
in such Riding mentioned in the said Act, and that such General 
Sessions should be holden at such Town or Place so to be nominated 
and appointed, in lieu of or alternately with any Place in the said Act 
mentioned, as if such Town or Place had been specified in the said 
Act :

And whereas it has been ascertained that divers Towns and Places 
within the said County are situated so near to the Borders of 
the said Two Ridings, as determined by the said recited Act, that 
great convenience would result if Districts could be formed around 
such Towns and Places for the purpose of holding in such Towns and 5 
Places the Civil Bill Courts and other Courts mentioned in the said 
recited Act for such Districts, without its being necessary that the 
whole of such Districts should be situated in either of such Ridings 
exclusively; But the same cannot be (lone without the Authority of 
Parliament; 10

by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual aud Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, THAT so much of the said recited Act as directs 
that the said Two Ridings of the said County of Cork shall respec- 15 
tively comprise and contain the Baronies and Liberties therein speci- 
fied, and as directs that Five General Sessions shall be holden at the 
Places and Times therein specified ; and as directs, that it shall be

And be it Enacted, That it shall he lawful for the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor of Ireland for the time being, from time to 
time, by and with the consent and advice of the Privy Council, with- 
out reference to the divisions of the said County specified in the said 
recited Act, to divide the said County oi Cork into as many Districts 
as shall be thought proper or expedient for the purpose of more con- 
veniently hearing and determining causes by Civil Bill, and of trans- 
acting all such criminal or other business as may be cognizable or 
determinable at any General or Quarter Sessions of the Peace, and to 
appoint One or more convenient town or place, or towns or places 
in any such District in which a Civil Bill Court and a Court for 
transacting such criminal or other business as aforesaid shall be held ; 
and every such District shall be distinguished by the name of each 
town or place ; and every such Session and Adjournment thereof shall 
be good and effectual for the administration of Criminal Business and 
Civil Bill Cases, and doing all other business that may by law be done 
at the General Quarter Sessions of the Peace ; and all the provisions 
of the said recited Act, and all other Acts now in force in Ireland in 
relation to Civil Bill Courts and other Courts, except so far as the 
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same 
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same are repealed, altered or varied by this Act, shall be extended to 
the Districts to be appointed and to the Courts to be held under the 
provisions of this Act ; and it shall be lawful for the said Lord Lieu- 
tenant or other Chief Governor, by the advice and consent of the 
5 Privy Council as aforesaid, to declare which of such Districts respec- 
tively shall belong respectively to each of such Ridings of the said 
County, and each of such Ridings shall thenceforward comprise and con- 
tain such Districts only as shall be so declared to belong thereto, any 
thing in the said recited Act or elsewhere to the contrary thereof 
10 notwithstanding: Provided always, That all the laws, regulations and 
restrictions which are now in force as to the said two Ridings of the said 
County, as defined and specified by the said recited Act, shall be and 
the same are hereby directed to be applied to the said two Ridings 
respectively, as the same shall he declared and determined as to the 
15 Boundaries thereof under the provisions of this Act ; any thing in any 
Act of Parliament or elsewhere to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be altered, amended or 
repealed in this present Session of Parliament.
